Were it 
not that there is, I hope, a future, and there are, I fear, potentials to be coped with at 
some point, I would not tell you this. But I hope you will not take violent disagreement 
with my belief that a person so habituated may not always be able to make dispassionate 
judgements. This is quite sepox-ats fronts a record on these judgements, which I cannot 


address without identification. 

None of you ever does or to the best of my recollection has done any political thinking. 
You have done brilliant research. That, however', is in a different realm, of fact. I am not 
saying tha you are immature, which is not my belief. But I ami saying there is a prevalent 

attitude tliat bears the relationship to the realities of our problems that masturbation 
does to love. 



You are in a position to Judge for yourself whether or not I have suddenly taken a 
new position. You have copies of ray correspondence showing very clearly how long ago I 
exhausted ray adninistrativo remedies in several suits that should be as close as we can 
got to open and shut, hot tie remind you of two that cone to mind immediately: that I 
called the panel suit, a unique approach that Bud couldn't stopextoling; and the memo 
of transfer.

I know politics Slot party parities) as x hope you never have occasion to learn and 
from experiences I hope you never duplicate.! have had a law passed against me in an effort 
to get me. I.-, have had gas a federal grand Jury convoked to get me convicted under that law. 
The appointment of the d.a. as a federal Judge was held up by the Neanderthals to pressure 
him into getting me. And in all of this I was framed by professionals, nt one point two FBI 
agents actually restrained mo in their office to pressure me into signing a statement that 

was false and would have been ruinous. I Just sat, iff or hours. Can you imagine bin.; feeling? 

Or the education? I had a colleague in this innocence, a mail through whom i met *eliz 
frankfurter, A '«an Acheson, God knows how many men next to a vafcinet officer or close to 
that, all sorts of important people. What I was doing in the grand Jury was leaked backed 
to him and’ he, an older and experienced man and the top-flight lawyer he retained never 
stopped loaning on me. I would not change. And I was right. I took the grand Jury away from 
the prosecutor ana got a Congressional agent indicted -and convicted. If I had not, we'd all 
have gone to Jail. This one incident, which may mean nothing to you, was long before you 
ware a gLearn in anyone's eye. My political education started young and came the hardest 
way. A his is but one of a number of cases. 1 suryied them all. Sod cleanly. 

Aside from my professional experience, which none of you duplicate, I have these 
kinds of tilings to draw upon. But my professional experience did include political analysis 
in intelligence, and that is not irrelevant. 

Ordinarily I do not mention these things. It is net pleasant to recall them or what 
they did to Lil and me. I do not tell you them for redistribution but for illumination. If 
none of us is immune to error and I have made more than I wish I had, the fact remains tnat 
I have a basis for thinking, judging and deciding in such matters that none of the rest of 
you have. And without exception, none of you has even the disposition to try to project 
yourselves into these kinds of situations. Your own reaction when I solicited dialogue on 
this so long ago should be enough to bring this hone to you.
